In London, a Tasrs dir,patch said 
a Russian commission has found a 
British plane responsible for a fatal 
air crash over Berlin April S. 
In Vienna, the United States and 
Russia blamed each other for a 
clash Monday on the streets of the 
American zone, when three Russian 
officers attempted to arrest a dis­ 
placed person in the U. S. sector. 
American military police wrested the 
woman from the Russians. 
In Berlin, W. T. Babcock. Ameri­ 
can deputy commandant of the city, 
called his Russian counterpart the 
biggest spreader of falsehoods “since 
the time of Ananias.” 
In the British capital, the United 
States. Britain and France made 
plans which may further the split 
between Western and Eastern Ger­ 
many. The three powers laid the 
groundwork for restoring the west­ 
ern section’s financial stability and 
giving it wide self governing powers.

Scott was nominated by a mail 
ballot in which, he said, 2,200 dues- 
paying members of the party parti­ 
cipated. The vice presidential nomi­ 
nee is Granville R. Leeke of South 
Bend, Ind. The national chairman is 
J ohn Zahnd of Indianapolis, a five- 
time presidential candidate. 
Candidate Scott for the past 12 
years ha s edited a monthly piper 
called “ Money.” About 1,000 of 6,000 
rialmed subscribers live in Cali­ 
fornia. 
“ There are a lot of good thinking 
people in California,” Scott muses.

Scott says he and Leeke are ‘‘sure1’ 
of being on the November ballot in 
Washington state and that “ we are 
working on Indiana and Michigan.”

Scott was “ born a Democrat," son 
of a J ohnson county, Indiana, jus­ 
tice of the peace.
